objectives are being pursuedi 

(l) To preserve the national identity of the Latvian people* 

(8) To maintain among the Latvian people an attitude of 

IrreoanoiLabtlity toward international communism and the 
Soviet regime dominating Latvia today. 

(3) To maintain and enhance the pro-Western orientation of the 
Latvian people. 

(h) To encourage revisionist tendencies among Latvian Communists. 

(5) To foster evolutionary change by encouraging the Latvian 
people to seek continuous concessions from the Soviet regime 
in Latvia. 

(6) To contribute by all possible means to the growth of 
Intellectual ferment among the Latvian people. 

AEFLAG operations have been conducted through the Latvian section 
at Radio Kaelonal, Madrid. Contact with Radio Baelonal is main- 
tained through the Institute of Latvian Culture, a cover 
organization located in Hew York City.

literature, the outbreak of student unrest and the demand for more 
consumers goods by the average eltisen are all manifestations of 
a new situation whleh exists both in Latvia and in the USSR as a 
whole*

e. List of significant operational events: 

(1) At the end of May 1953 a 15 minute rebroadcast was Inaugurated 
bringing the total broadcast time to 30 minutes per day from 
Radio Bacional, 

(2) With reference to Radio Roeional Baltic lan g uage broadcasts, 
it has not been possible to obtain an adequate picture of 
technical reception or audience reaction for the paat years. 
Although such data is difficult to obtain from inside the USSR, 
a considerable amount of information baa been available but 
has not been analysed systematically. The following actions 
which are designed to ascertain the effectiveness of Radio 

Kan tonal broadcasts currently are being conducted: 

(a) A review of all available reports to include reports by 
the "nines" (Spaniards repatriated from the Soviet Union), 
by Baltic Germans who have been resettled; by Soviet and 
Western travelers and by Soviet defectors is being 
conducted; 
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(b) At the request of SR, 081 is making a technical study 
of Radio Racional broadcasts; 

(o) Contract agents are translating and reviewing broad* 
east scripts; 

(d) the Soviet Press is being reviewed for aay attacks 
against Radio Racional broadcasts; 

(e) Tape recordings made in Stockholm of Radio Racional 
broadcasts are being reviewed. 

Certain definite facts have already emerged. Reports by the 
"nines", Baltic Germans, travelers and defectors indicate 
that Radio Racional can be heard in the Baltic and does have 
an audience, for example, in the past year eight letters 
were written fro* Latvia to an accommodation address in 
Sweden in response to an appeal over Radio Racional, A 
monitor in Stockholm listens to the broadcasts dally and 
reports that as many as tan broadcasts per month have been 
completely free of Jamming. Information that Radio Racional 
broadcasts are heard in Lithuania and Estonia and in the 
USSR as a whole indirectly supports the conclusion that the 
broadcasts can be heard in Latvia. In order to obtain 
additional data, assets at Radio Racional will be instructed 
to ask their Latvian listeners to correspond through 
accommodation addresses. La order to improve broadcast 
content and gain a broader audi en ce. Headquarters is pre- 
paring a guidance directive for use by assets at Radio 
Racional. Assets will be required to comply strictly with 
this directive. Special courses in broadcast technique and 
preparation will be conducted In West Germany or elsewhere 
for the broadcasters. Finally, any incompetent personnel 
will be replaced. It Is expected that the above measures 
will make the Latvian language broadcasts a worthwhile 
operation. 

(3) The mailing operations which actually were financed with 
CL JD’bnds operated with only moderate effectiveness . 
The letters were not too well written and no effort was 
made to determine whether or not they reached the target. 
Headquarters is undertaking to improve these operations by 
preparing the basic letters to be copied by the emigre 
letter writers. Letters are to be sent to selected 
targets, especially Intellectuals and students, rather 
than to randan targets as in the past. Letters are to 




be written so as to elicit a response If possible and 
thus enable Headquarters to gauge target reaction and to 
establish the fact that the letters are reaching the target.

h. Review of cover, control, operational and security developments i 

The cover organisation for contact with Radio Raoional, the 
Institute of Latvian Culture, has no popular menfeerahip. It 
plains to receive Its funds from an "anonymous” donor. These 
points are not considered to be alffilflea&t weaknesses and 
sound sufficiently plausible. In addition, this arrangement 
permits much greater control than would be possible if this 
organisation had a popular base with an elected leadership. 
Operational difficulties have been enco unte red because of leek 
of esse officer contact with the assets at Radio Raoional. Ibis 
weakness will be remedied by giving special training to these 
assets and, if possible, by establishing some ease officer con- 
tact. Propaganda guidance le sent from Headquarters via the 
institute for Latvian Culture to Badlo Raoional through the 
open mail. This is a limiting factor rather than a security 
problem. Certain material obviously cannot be sent in this 
fashion) however, the flow of guidance from the Institute of 
Latvian Culture to Radio Raoional is a perfectly normal action 
in consonance with their relationship.
